(HITLER AIMS 
TO REPUDIATE 
REPARATIONS 


German Fascist Leader 
Would Pay Commercial 
Debts if Elected 


By LOUIS P. LOCHNER 
Associated Press Staff Correspondent 
BERLIN, Dec, 5.—If and when 

Adolf Hitler, the Fascist, assumes 
power in Germany, foreign bond- 
holders need not fear for their hold- 
ings, he told the Associated Press 

Friday, unless “France's thesis” on 
reparations is accepted by the world 

powers. The militant leader of the 

fatherland's legions of Fascists said: 

“If the world acknowledges that 
political debts take priority over com- 
mercial debts—in other words, if 
France's thesis is accepted—then Ger- 
many is bound to collapse economically 
and there obviously will be nothing 
from which to meet commercial obliga- 
tions, 

“To pay 2,500,000,000 marks repara- 
tions besides 2,500,000,000 interest on 
debts would necessitate exporting 50,- 
000,000,000 to 60,000,000,000 marks 
worth of goods, That would spell eco- 
nemic chaos, not only for Germany 
but likewise for foreign countries.” 


LEADER QUESTIONED 

“assuming commercial debts are 
given priority over political debts,” 
the correspondent acked, “are we to 
assume you favor payment of these 
commercial debts in the event of your 
seizing power?” 

He replied emphatically, “that is 
self evident, There is no doubt about 
it. But I do decline to assume for 
60 years the obligation to pay political 
debts for which we cannot be made 
responsib'e 

“The whole world ought to realize 
industrial dumping Icads to disaster, 
not only for us but for the whole 
world.” 


SIGN NOTHING 

Pressed to state concretely how he 
woud approach the reparations prob- 
lem on coming into power, he said, 
“First and foremost we would tell the 
whole world the absolute and undilut- 
ed truth about Germany's situation 
Those responsible for 1918 (presum- 
ably the German revolution) simply 
cannot give an unvarnished picture 
because every word would constitute 
an accusation against themselves.” 

Raising his voice dramatically and 
pounding, his fist.on the table, he ex- 
claimed, “We will sign nothing for 
which We canhot assume full re- 
sponsibility, We would rather risk 
defamation, blackmail and foreign 
pressure of any and every sort rather 
than sign anything that exceeds our 
ability, and we believe the rest of the 
world will be grateful to us for being 
truthful and not. making promises 
which later prove unfulfillable. 

“Nobody abroad at present knows 
Germany's real condition. The study 
commissioners who came here do not 


'know it for they saw fashionable west 


side Berlin and that’s all.”

PARIS GETS A SHOCK 


The latest from Tokyo is a declaration 
that if Japan is to vacate Manchuria, the 
so-called Chinese “government” that has 
set itself up at Chinchow must get out also. 
This for some reason is said to have given 
a shock to the League of Nations officials 
at Paris. Apparentiy they still clung to 
the notion that Japan would withdraw its 
troops and leave its nationals and their 
interests in Manchuria at the mercy of the 
bandits and mobs against whom this sup- 
posed government at Chinchow either 
could not or would not protect them. 

Perhaps, as Mr. Massey has suggested, 
the Council should journey to Manchuria 
and investigate conditions there at close 
range. That might or might not enable 
the Council to arrange a settlement. But 
it would surely help that body to stop 
making itself ridiculous by entertaining 
delusions that the Japanese only went in- 
to Manchuria for exercise, or that their 
withdrawal would be followed by peace, 
order and effective government there. 


THE PROVINCES HAVE TO PAY 

The three western provinces have as- 
sumed the losses of the wheat pools, The 
total is given as something more than $22,- 
000,000, The bill has been settled, or is 
to be settled, by giving the banks provin- 
cial bonds for this amount. The indirect 
and contingent liability thus becomes a di- 
rect liability, as direct and a‘ ‘ual as any 
other bond issue, 

Alberta’s share is some $5,500,000. 
That is the amount which the province 
now owes the banks on pool account, and 
which the pool in turn owes the province. 
As security the province has a mortgage 
on the warehouses and other pool pro- 
perty. How much the province will ulti- 
mately lose, or whether it will lose any- 
thing, depends upon whether the Alberta 
pool is run differently, and more success- 
fully, than in the past. 

If the pool can earn running expenses 
and also a margin to cut down its indebt- 
edness, the province will eventually collect 
as much as it has to pay. The taxpayers 
are therefore given a strong reason to 
hope that the pool will keep going and 
prosper. And the legislature an equally 
strong reason to go slowly about giving 
the backing of the province to any com- 
mercial enterprise in future, whether pool- 
owned or privately-owned. 


EVERYBODY BUSY SPENDING 
MONEY 

Mr. J. 8. Woodsworth, M.P., says he 
found in Russia great activity everywhere, 
accompanied by great inefficiency, great 
waste, and “outrageously” high prices for 
a poor living. 

This is about what, in the circum- 
stances, could be looked for. When a na- 
tion of one hundred and sixty million peo- 
ple, inhabiting a country without factories 
or bath-tubs, suddenly make up their 
minds to modernize their conditions, 
everybody is bound to be busy, mainly in 
trying to do things he does not know how 
to do, 

Russia has five hundred years of pro- 
gress to overtake, That there is work for 
everyone on a task of that magnitude is 
by no means strange, nor that the process 
is being accomplished by a heavy percent- 
age of lost motion and wasted materials, 
When the job has been finished, the con- 
struction program completed, and the time 
comes to settle down to the prosaic busi- 
ness of makin a living by exchanging pro- 
ducts for products, the testing time of the 
Soviet will also come. 

Russia just now is enjoying a splurge 
of capital investment. The accumulated 
wealth of centuries has been confiscated 
and is being spent in a decade. Naturally 
there is work for all; and there should be

1 living for all, which there is not. 


When the cepital has been all used up and 
wealth has to be created before it can be 
spent, there will come a “let down” that 
must be disillusioning and may be tragic. 


EAST AND WEST 

Premier Brownlee has been giving the 
people of eastern Canada some good 
advice as to the attitude they should pre- 
toward the West. Western people, 
he told them, are not generally enamoured 
of a protective tariff, since they have little 
or nothing to gain from it. At best they 
can be expected to agree to a moderately 
high tariff on the ground that it is helpful 
to eastern industries and therefore reacts 
favorably on the country at large, whiie 
costing the western consumer an extra 
margin on his purchases. 

In return, the Premier suggested, east- 
ern Canadians should show like consider- 
ation for the interests of the western 
provinces. That consideration should just 
now take the direction of a willing exten- 
sion of credit to western farmers who 
have been unable to meet their obligations 
because of crop failure, and to merchants 
and others whose position has been affect- 
ed by the lessened buying and paying 
power of the farmers. 

To do that will be good business, as 
well as good Canadianism, The West can 
pay its debts if given time. What is 
equally to the point, it cannot pay them 
now, whatever means or methods of col- 
lection may be attempted. The extension 
of notes and mortgage obligations is not 
an optional matter in these circumstances. 
It will have to be done, in many thousands 
of cases, whether or no, But it will make 
some difference to future business rela- 
tionships, as well as to the sense of Canad- 
ian unity, whether the extensions are

All honor to the plodding postman, 
At this time of year his duties are 


multiplied tenfold. The  well-filled 
mail-bag is crammed to over-flowing 
as he makes his daily rounds deliver- 
ing thousands of those gaily colored 
Christmas parcels which flood the 
post, office during the holiday season, 

Fair and foul weather finds the 
“postie”’ walking his beat, The slushy 
days of spring give way to the hot 
summer, and the chill fall season is 
followed by King Winter and his icy 
cohorts, and through them all plods 
the postman like a soldier with his 
pack. 


NEVE’ FAILS 

Messages of cheer are tucked away 
in that matl-bag. Letters announce 
glad tidings of births and marriages, 
while the black-bordered envelope car- 
ries a grim hint of sadness, In a far- 
off country a friend puts his thoughts 
on paper, and the portman carries it 
to your door. He brings the nations 
together, binds closer the ties of| 
friendship; he brings good news, bad| 
news, strange news and sad news, And 
he never fails in his duty, That's 
why we say “All honor tb the plodding 
postman.” 

The postman with the longest. period 
of service to his credit in Edmonton 
is Edgar H. Taylor, of 10926 83 street 
For 27 years Mr. Taylor has carried | 
mail-bag, and he expects to carry on 
for another seven years, at least 
Then he hopes to receive a pension, 


STARTED IN 1904 


Mr. Taylor became a servant of the 
government in 1904, when he entered 
the postal service in Winnipeg. In 
1911 he came to Edmonton, for “the 
sake of my wife's health.” Doctors told| 
him that the climate of the prairies/ 
was a tonic in itself. “I'll never go 
i to Winnipeg now,” says Mr. Tay- 
or. 

The letter-carrier was horn in Rock- 
land, Ontario, and despite his 53 
years, is still hale and hearty. The 
out-door work has kept him in fine 
fettle, and it is interesting to note | 
that during the whole of his 27 years | 
of service, Mr. Taylor has only been | 
off his beat for three months, due to 
sickness. 

“We used to be busy in the old 
days,” Mr, Taylor recalls. “Of course, 
mind you, we are kept on the go in 
these days of fast service, but I re- 
member clearly the Christmas rush at 
Winnipeg in the early days when we 
used to have to work all day and all 
night to deliver Christmes parcels

CHRISTMAS DAY OFF 


It was only a year ago that the an-

Mr. Taylor recalls many a 
busy Christmas morning when the 
“posties” rushed around to deliver the 
late parcels, and then hurried home to | 
“But now we are 
able to spend all Christmas day at 
home,” he smiles. 

Many amusing experiences are told 
by the veteran postmen. He laughs 
when he remembers the many times 
he has been chased from the verandah 
steps by a none-too-friendly dog who 
wished to bestow welcome attention 
on him. “But it's ali in a day's work,” 
Mr. Taylor cheerily admits, 

How many pairs of shoes Mr. Tay- 
Jor has worn out in his travels, how 
many hundreds of thousands of letters 
he has delivered and how many times 
he has walked around the world are 
matters of conjecture. He never kept 
records. “But I must have walked a 
distance which would take me around 
the world a few times,” Mr. Taylor 
avers. And in cireling the globe one 
would walk approximately 25,000 miles. 
Mrs. Taylor comes from  Peter- 
borough, Ontario, They were married 
in 1906 and have one daughter.
